Nearly two ami a hah million lbs 
ol bulk food, bound for the hungry 
peoples of Great Britain and Europe 
were shipped overseas by January 
iHt of this year by the Canadian 
Red Cross Society. 

These shipment.! rep event more 
than half of the million dollar food 
(rant a located from .he Society's 
remaining war funds in October to 
ease this winter's tood crisis abroad. 

Balance of the bul foods has been 
purchased and is moving steadily 
toward the Atlantic seaboard.

IF YOU ARE AN IMPORTER OF CONSUMER GOODS and wish to find 
out what goods are (1) prohibited, (2) subject to quota, or (3) unaffected by 
controls, see or write your nearest Collector of Customs and Excise. 

IF YOU WISH TO IMPORT GOODS SUBJECT TO QUOTA and wish to 

establish your quoto authorization to impoit, or need special information, con¬ 
sult your nearest Collector of Customs and Excise. Quota application forms 
(E.C. 1) and inslructions for completing them, are available at all Customs 
Offices. These applications must be filed with the Collector of Customs and Excise. 

IF YOU WISH INFORMATION ON THE AMOUNT OF YOUR QUOTA . 

After your application hrs be^n filed with your Collector of Customs and 
Excise, all corlespondence about the establishment of quotas or cases of excep¬ 
tional hardship through import prohibitions should be directed to Emergency 
Import Control Division, Department of Fincnce, 490 Sussex Street, Ottawa.

IF YOU INTEND TO TPAVEL OUTSIDE CANADA and wish to know about 

foreign exchange available for this purpose, consult any bank or the Foreign 
Exchange Control Board at Ottawa, Montreal, Toronto, Windsor, Vancouver. 
If you wish information about personal purchases of goods made during travel 
outside Canada, consult the nearest Collector of Customs and Excise before 
departure. 

IF YOU ARE A MANUFACTURER, WHOLESALER OR RETAILER and wish 

information about excise taxes, or about the list of goods to which they apply, 
consult the nearest Collector of Customs and Excise. 

IF YOU NEED OTHER SOURCES OF IMPORTS consult the Foreign Trade 
Service, Department of Trade and Commerce (Import Division), Ottawa, regard¬ 
ing your supply problems arising from import quota restrictions. Through the 
Trade Commissioner Service, the Import Division is endeavouring to arrange 
increased supplies from the United Kingdom and other “non-scheduled” countries. 

IF YOU ARE A HOUSEWIFE and wish information on available alternate 
foods which have comparable nutritional values to those now prohibited or 
subject to quota, informational material which has been prepared by the 
Nutrition Division of the Department of National Healthiand Welfare may be 
secured from your Provincial Health Department or local health unit. 

The administration of these emergency import controls is the 
responsibility of various departments of the Government. The 
above information is given to aid Canadian citizens in complying 
with the new import control regulations with a minimum of incon¬ 
venience in their business and personal affairs.'

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Operating In Alberta only five 
and a half montha, The Canadian 
Red CroRR Society’* free Blodd Trana 
fusion Service has already collected 
and distributed nearly 7,000 bottles 
of whole blood to the Hospitals 
throughout the Province at an est¬ 
imated saving to the public of over 
$100,000.00, it was announced today 
by Red Cross officials. 

In addition to the use of whole 
blood, over 1,500 bottles of pluHnia 
have been stored In Alberta Hospit¬ 
als to be used In times of emerg¬ 
ency and In the treatment of shock 
cases. The carrying out of over 2.200 
Rh clinical typings in cases of ex¬ 
pectant mothers Is another feature 
of this free Red Cross Service. 

Organized in Alberta in July, The 
Canadian Red Cross Illood Trans¬ 
fusion Service is now the sole source 
of supply for bloodto nearly all hos¬ 
pitals in this Province. Under this 
new service any patient requiring a 
blood transfusion liow receives it 
entirely free of charge. In co-operat¬ 
ion with the Red Cross. Hospitals 
and Doctors administer transfusions 
without cost to the patient. A nom¬ 
inal price of $15.00 per 4*»ttle used 
to be charged before the Red Cross 
started this free Blood Transfusion 
Service which has meant « savings 
to the public of over $100,000.00. 

This saving is further increased by 
the Red Cross also supplying all e- 
quipment and professional diagnostic 
services. 

Medical and hospital authorities 
throughout the Province give high 
praise to this new Red Cross Service 
and credit it with the saving of an 
inestimable number of lives. 

"To carry on this life saving work 
Red Cross officials pointed out, the 
Service depends upon the conscient¬ 
ious support of every citizen to come days, 
forward willingly as a blood donor.
